W isconsin is proudly looking for­ 
w ard to the day when her splendid 
capitol building will be com pleted and 
her law m akers will once m ore have a 
place they can call home. 
Not since 
th e tire several years ago which de­ 
stroyed the state have have the m em ­ 
b e rs of the legislature and o th er state 
©dicers ceased planning to provide a 
stru c tu re which would not 
only 
be 
adequate to the needs and convenient 
in its appointm ents, but th a t from an 
architectural paint of view would be a 
credit to th e great state and in h a r­ 
mony with the magnificent site pro­ 
vided on the com m anding heights 
at 
M adison. 
And the fruition 
of 
the 
planning is to he found in the stately 
building now being reared out of the 
tons upon tons of steel and the m oun­ 
tain s of stone and cement. 
The work 
of setting the pure 
white 
Vermont 
granite of th e exterior walls has be­ 
gun and it is expected th a t the west 
.wing of the six million-dollar capitol 
will be up and enclosed by next Ja n u ­ 
ary. and the architect prom ises to 
have this portion of 
the 
building, 
w hich is about one-fifth of the entire 
structure, completed and ready for oc­ 
cupancy by the tim e the next legisla­ 
tu re convenes two years hence. 


It is expected th at when the new 
capitol is completed, w’hich will con 
sum o about ten years, W isconsin will 
have the handsom est and m ost con­ 
v enient state house of any common 
w ealth in the United States. 
Archi­ 
tecturally it will be m assive and m od­ 
estly ornate. 
T he exterior walls will 
be of white granite quarried at Bethel. 
Vt , and generally considered by ex­ 
p erts as being the hest building stone 
in the world. 
It is the hardest and 
w hitest 
granite 
known, 
qualities 
which prevent it from absorbing much 
m oisture and becoming discolored and 
flirty like most building stones. 
An­ 
i t h e r of its good qualities is its fine 
texture, which m akes it an excellent 
stone for the carver and sculptor. 
T he granite will be cut and filled 
a t th e quarries, each 
block 
being 
m arked as it is finished so that the 
w orkm en will know’ just where it be­ 
longs. 
T he granite will be about one 
foot in thickness and will be backed 
by a tw’o-foot wall of 
brick. 
The 
courses or layers of granite will be 
20 inches wide. 
The back walls will 
be built sim ultaneously with the gran­ 
ite facing. 
T he total weight of the 
g ra n ite to be used will he 99.000.000 
pounds or 4,850 tons. 
At 40 tons to- 
a carload, it will require 1.212 cars 
to tran sp o rt the granite from Bethel 
to Madison. 
The cost of the freight 
and tile cutting of the granite will. it 
is estim ated, be about six tim es the 
.value of the granite in the rough at 
th e quarries. 
I T he largest pieces of granite will 
be used in what are known as the 
“ pedim ents” or gable ends of 
the 
building, w here the ornam ental sculp­ 
tu rin g will he. 
The sculpturing will 
be done after the pieces have been 
aet. 
It is estim ated that these pieces 
will probably weigh 15 tons each. The 
pillars and colum ns will consist of 
round blocks 20 inches 
thick, 
the 
ta m e as the course in the walls. 
T he m ost 
notable 
building 
con­ 
stru cted of the Bethel white granite 
so far is the new Pennsylvania rail­ 
road station at W ashington. D. C. 
f 
T he foundation walls for the west 
wing of the new W isconsin capitol 
aire now ready for the superstructure. 
^The foundation walls are built of con­ 
c r e te reinforced with steel. 
T he cu t­ 
ler walls have been finished and the 
Interior walls and supporting pillars 
p ro being put lh. 
t 
In form the new capitol will be 
m uch like th e old one. consisting of 
rn large circular part bearing the huge 
dom e and four large wings extending 
©ut toward the cardinal points of the 
com pass. 
T he wings will be 120 feet 
In w'idth and the distance from the 
e n tra n c e to one to that of the op­ 
posite one will he 440 feet. 
T heir 
h e ig h t will be four stories exclusive 
o f the basement. 
The central point 
©f the new building will be just 26 
fe e t west of th at of the old one, this 
being necessary to m ake it 
corre­ 
spond with the central point of the 
capitol park. 
Ju s t why the old capitol 
w as not built so th a t its center cor­ 
responded with th a t of the park is not 
know n, hut it is said th at the first 
capitol was located a little to the east 
o f the center of the 
park 
because 
th a t location afforded a b etter founda­ 
tion and when th e legislature provid­ 
ed for the erection of the present 
capitol it through oversight or error 
required it to be placed in the sam e 
re lativ e position as the old building. 
*This at least is the explanation of 
th e m atter given by Secretary Porter. 
Tbs main entrance of the new capitol 


will he at the points where one wing 
joins another or opposite tho four 
avenues leading to the capitol park. 
T here will, however, be other 
en­ 
trances at the ends of the 
wings 
w here 
tho 
principal 
entrances 
are 
now. 
The reason for changing the 
location of the main entrances was 
that it would be m ore convenient as 
it will enable a person to step right 
into th e main part of the building in 
stead of into a wing. 
Every piece of m aterial that enters 
the new capitol will be closely in 
spected by Secretary P orter, oue of 
the leading architects of the state, 
and if it does not come up to the re 
quired 
standard will 
be 
rejected. 
Secretary P orter has opened an office 
in the basem ent of the capitol w here 
he has the new west wing constantly 
under his sight. 
It is the general 
opinion iii Madison that nobody is 
going to cheat the state in the cree 
Hon of the new capitol as long 
as 
Mr. P orter is around. 
W isconsin’s new capitol building is 
not only im m ense in size, but it will 
be constructed of th© w hitest granite 
ever discovered. 
It will com bine the 
white beauty that is m arble’s best 
recom m endation 
with 
the 
enduring 
qualities of granite, and 
the 
com 
bination will give the state an edifice 
that should be her crowning glory and 
pride for centuries to come.

Lives are spent in 
drudgery, m en will die. cheat, steal, 
tight, kill and brave all death In a 
thousand ways with no hope and no 
purpose save that of acquiring

many as possible

tures. 
Vernon is In 
the autograph busi­ 
ness. He m akes his living by putting 
his nam e on paper.

ing instruction in the native languages 
or to employ a common tongue. 
In 
settling this question the attitu d e of 
the Filipinos them selves was consid­ 
ered. 
They 
realize 
their 
isolation 
from the rest of the w'orld. com m er­ 
cially as well as intellectually, and 
also the lack of that national unity 
which has become so conspicuous in 
at least one neighboring oriental na- 
! tion. 
They know that English is the 
language of com m erce, and that by 
learning it they can open the door to 
the world's m arkets. They know that, 
so long as the Tagalog of Manila has 
nothing in common, so far as language 
! is concerned, 
with 
the Ilocano of 
northern Luzon or the Yisayan of tho 
I southern islands, they can never be­ 
com e a nation. 
They know. too. that 
: their native languages are w ithout a 
i literatu re and they often refer to E n­ 
glish as 'S hakespeare's tongue.’ 
Fur- 
I therm ore. the 
Filipinos crave social 
recognition, and therefore desire the 
language of 
their 
acquired m other 
country, 
be 
it 
Spain 
or 
America. 
T hese considerations m ade the th in k ­ 
ing natives insist that instruction in 
the schools be given in English; and 
the governm ent willingly acceded be­ 
cause of the difficulty of supplying 


gary to use. and in its first legislation 
establishing a public school system it 
m ade provision for a Normal school 
in Manila for training native teachers. 
This school w as opened in 1901, under 
the leadership of Dr. Bryan, form erly 
of the faculty of Indiana university. 
T he school organized advanced classes 
of students who had received in stru c­ 
tion in Spanish schools and since 1903 
has graduated classes of from 12 to 18 
m em bers. 
“Y ear by 
year th e standard has 
been raised until adm ission to the re g ­ 
ular classes of the Normal school is 
now conditional on preparation for 
the equivalent of the first year of an 
American high school. 
G raduates are 
entitled to en ter th e civil service as 
teachers without further exam ination. 
In one or two m ore years large classes 
will be sent out. 
“Classes in each of the elem entary 
grades are m aintained as a training 
school, and students are given c a re ­ 
ful drill in practice teaching before 
being allowed to graduate.

standing the belief of some American 
teachers th a t the Filipino’s choice 
would prove suicidal. 
“The Filipinos are very eager for 
education. 
I think I can safely say 
thnt nothing th e 
Am erican 
govern­ 
m ent is doing for the Philippines is 
I m ore appreciated by the natives than 
the effort that is being m ade to edu­ 
cate them . W hatever differences there 
may be between Filipino! and Am er­ 
icans regarding 
m atters of govern­ 
m ental policy, there is no opposition 
to the schools. 
I fear, however, that 
not all the Filipinos know w hat the 
word education m eans. To the m asses 
it is a vague something, like inde­ 
pendence or Aladdin’s lamp, that Is 
supposed to cure all ills and open all 
doors of opportunity—just how or why 
they know not. 
They observe that 
rich and powerful nations have abun­ 
d an t educational facilities, and they 
are convinceiFln th eir own m inds th a t 
through general enlightenm ent their 
national aspirations may be realized, i on)V t u., 
It is pathetic to see the frankness 
with which Filipinos admit their pres­ 
ent helplessness—ascribing it to ignor­ 
ance. 
“As students, Filipinos are faithful 
and industrious. 
It is more neces­ 
sary to restrain than to stim ulate the 
advanced students, as they are in con­ 
stant danger of o .e rv o ik in g . 
They 
subm it readily to anti ority, and dis­ 
cipline in the school is a simple prob­ 
lem. 
“ When the American public schools 
were first ope.ned the young people 
tilled them to overflowing and 


try, botany and 
equipped. 
“ Probably no other feature of the 
school offers such opportunities and 
has furnished such results as has the 
dorm itory for young women. 
A m a­ 
jority of th e women students live in 
this home with one of the Am erican 
teachers. 
Coming from all p a rts of 
the islands, with different languages 
and custom s, they here use a common 
language and learn the essentials of 
Am erican social customs. 
Being rep­ 
resentatives of the best Filipino fam i­ 
lies. on returning to their hom es they 
become social leaders, spread their 
new-found Ideas widely and become 
la te n t factors in introducing A m eri­ 
can ideals am ong their people. 
“Although the Normal school w as 
established for the purpose of tra in ­ 
ing native teachers, its superior equip­ 
m ent has m ade it necessary to throw 
open its doors to stu d en ts looking to­ 
ward other lines of w irk th an te a c h ­ 
ing. 
T here are in the school at p res­ 
ent classes of students preparing for 
work in schools of law, medicine and 
engineering; and for reasons of econ- 
nautical school classes re­ 
ceive their shore instruction at the 
sam e institution. 
“ In short, in fhe Normal scho >1 to­ 
day may ho found in em bryo the Uni­ 
versity of the Philippines.”
